Still less did they attempt to omtend the applica- 
tloa^of those principles to other oountries, leaving liie smaller ani weaker 
peoples of Asia to struggle against iJBperlalism dlsunltedly and without any

World affairs do not stand still, and 
In the end there must he a turning point. 

The emancipation of the weak nations and the political and economic 
equality of all peoples is essential to peace In the 20th Century. The UB 
with her great productive power and her dealre to exploit the haokvard * 
peoples, is a great menace to worU peace. The UE3K with her Ccmnlam and 
w desire and plans for world revolution is the cause of great dlstorhanoes 
to msaj countries. The struggle hstveen these two great powers Imperils the 
dependent existence of the sacU and weak netlonc. Claes struggles inev- 
itably destroy the unity and effeotivensas of the people’s efforts to huild 
up their zwspeotlvs oountries. Therefore, we urge that the bikII natlona 
hold thMselvea apart from h,-th the UB and the USSR. To rely on UB oapltal- 
lam is to reduce oneael-f to the atatus of a comprador; to follow the USSR 
slavishly is not only to surrender one’s todepenlenoe aM dignify hut even 
to heocsis a sateUlte. 

For the present, lAllo we cannot keep pace Industrially with the 
strong natlona, the Introdnotlon of unconditional Intematloaaliam will 
have to remain an ideal. Under the present haokward cozdltlona of In- 
dustrial dsvslo^snt in China umi other weak nations. It Is of pressing 
Importsnoe that we continue to oppose Imperialism, augment production, and 
•trlTS to catch up with the advandw* nations , To achieve sucoesaful oppoel- 
tlon to Imperiallam, the first step Is for the small and weak nations who 
have suffered the oppression of the u^rlallsts to unite their stxength 
and atrlve ooisrertedly for emancipation. Only thus can ^e present pemlcious 
state of affairs he cleared up and the rl^t to life and Izxlependenoe he 
secured. la this task China, with Its Three People s Princtoles, has an 
uatronafertihle responslhllity. 
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
